FLORENCE, Marcu 19.—A sense of unutterable an- 
guish and dismay has spread here among all persons of 
thought and fecling. Despatches from Turin, last 
Saturday, announced the occupation of Savoy by French 
troops. Despatches from Leghorn, this morning, inform 
us of a French invasion of Nice. These may be, as yet, 
premature rumours ; but no one by this time doubts 
that France will waive all ceremonies and take posscs- 
sion ot “her slopes” by that only right which man'ind 
at all ‘times acknowledge. 

Speechless and helpless as the Italians must be befere 
this display of buccaniering violence, still they would 
fain believe that their own leaders, and espegially Count 
Cavour, are no party to this lamentable transaction. 
That the Sardinian Government should, under present 
circumstances, oppose force by force, no man in his senses 
could dream; but to what extent did they play into the 
hands of overbearing France? How far did they gam- 
ble away, not only their own rights and interests, but 
those of their subjects and their neighbours ? How far 
did they connive at this most flagrant breach of all na- 
tional and international laws ? 

From any engagement Count Cavour might have 
contracted at Plombicres Piedmont was certainly released 
by the upshot of the Lombard war at Villafranca. 
Savoy and Nice covid only have been ceded to France 
with a view to obtain the French Emperor's consent to 
the annexation of Central Italy; but, even admitting 
the wisdom and — ve of the bargain, it should 
most clearly have been stipulated that the transfer should 
only have been effected with the good-will and pleasure 
of all parties concerned; and that is, first, of the people 
of Savoy and Nice themselves, then of the whole Lied 
montese nation as represented by Parliament, then of 
the Swiss and of the general council of all European 
Powers. Without the fulfilment of ail these ex- 
press conditions, it was certainly a policy as unwise 
as it was unjust for Sardinia to give up those Trans- 
alpine provinces, even though she secured the 
Emilia and Tuscany in their stead; for not only 
was the integrity of the territory of the monarchy 
secured to Piedmont by an article of the Constitu- 
tion, but there were especial original compacts be- 
tween the people of Nice and their sovereign for- 
bidding the alienation of any part of that country 
without the full consent of the whole of its inhabitants; 
and it seems strange and cruel that the King of Sardinia 
should come before his new subjects of Bologna and 
Florence, accept their votes for annexation, and ex- 
change vows of mutual fidelity, at the very moment 
that he breaks pledges by no means less binding, con- 
tracted by his ancestor, Amadeus VIL, four and a half 
centuries ago, with a people who came under his sway 
by an act fully as spontaneous, as unanimous, as solemn, 
and sacred as that which now brings four millions of 
Central Italians under his allegiance. 

Count Cavour felt so strongly what was due both to 
the rights of the people and the honour of the King 
that he stipulated not only that the people of Savoy 
and Nice should be consulted as to their own desti- 
nies, but that the mode of suffrage by which their 
wishes were to be elicited should be determined by 
the national Parliament. Conceive the consterna- 
tion of the Italians upon seeing this latter clause struck 
out in the version of Cavour's note as given in the 
French Monitecur, and the announcement that the vote 
of the Savoyards and Nizzards shall either be given by 
the municipal authorities, or shall in reality be utterly 
dispensed with. “To what extent,” the Italians ask, 
“may the Kingand his Minister be charged with 
eomplicity in this unconstitutional, underhand sale 
of the people? — 

SPAIN. 

Maver, Marcn 24.— The negociations for peace 
having failed, military operations were resumed on the 
25rd inst.

THE MASSACRE BY THE KOOKEES. 

A correspondent of the Calcutta Englishman, writing 
on Feb. 4, gives the following iculars of the mas 
sacre which has been announced by telegraph : —'' The 
Kookees have descended from the Tip ah hills and 
burnt a number of villages in the British territory bor- 
dering the hills, have massacred men, women, and 
children without discrimination, and have marched off 

in to the hille with immense plunder. Their atro- 
ties lasted for two days only, and in this short inter- 
val they have killed no less than 1,000 individuals. 
The cause of this outbreak is not yet ascertained, but 
it will be soon brought to light in the course of 
investigation, already set on foot, by the magistrate 
and the commissioner, both of whom have procceded 
to the spot with five hundred or six hundred armed 
men. A detachment from the Decca Battalion is also 
shortly expected here. The Kookees ought to be 
hunted out from the hearts of the jungles, captured and 
hanged in the preserce of the living sufferers. It is 
said that many of the Tipperahs, who used to deal with 
the men of the Queen's territory at the foot of the hills, 
have been recognised as being among the invaders. 
This will, no doubt, afford an excellent clue to the 
tracing out — | of the other culprits, whose 
number is very much exaggerated. Some say their 
numerical strength is very great—no less than 4,000 
ruffians have sworn to throw up the Rajah’s allegiance ; 
others say | 200 or 300. The latter is more probable. 
It is eertain, however, that the men, whatever their 
number might be, are acting under the influence of some 
hill chiefs, of whom there are many in Independent 
Tipperah. We are not acquainted with the actual

This spirit of self-satisfaction with self had been 

strongly condemned in the case of the Church 

of Laodicea, in the first age of Christianity. That 

Church had been condemned for thinking it stood in 

need of nothing—for, in fact, thinking itself rich when it 

stood in need of everything—was poor, naked, blind, and 

miserable, and the same spirit was yet condemned. He, 
Mr. Shakespeare, could imagine there might be some 

persons in that assembly who would be quite satisfied 
with their condition if they could ride out when they 

choose, eat and drink the same, buy all the world’s at- 
tractive things they saw, and enjoy all its rarest sights 
into the bargain. Bnt suchlike conduct was like lay- 
ing their money out in the purchase of bread which 
would not nourish, like buying“ broken cisterns” which 
would hold no water, and seeking peace on the bosom 
of earthly things, where it was never to be found. He 
next proceeded to show that the character of the Al- 
mighty, as given in the Scripture, should be a strong 
motive, inducing to repentance. He could imagine, he 
said, a God, such as philosophy taught them to expect— 
one who was almost without pity or love—was cold, hard, 
stern andinflexible. One who could not be approached 
without a sense of chilliness coming over one, similar 
to what came over a mariner when approaching an ice- 
berg inthe Polarseas. He could imagine, too, a God of 
benevolence, who, like a weak-minded parent, would 
indulge every folly of their nature; but such were 
quite different to the character of their Heavenly 
Father revealed in the scriptures. The Savour had 
taught them that they would be received with joy, if 
they went to their Father in sincerity, and that this 
joy would be partaken in by all the inhabitants of 
heaven. There was a strong motive inducing to 
repentance, but he knew it was no easy matter for 
them to undertake the Christian life. The pleasures, 
positively, and pursuits of the world, like so many 
chains drew them fromit; but if they corageously 
strive after it. they would get help from above to enable 
them to overcome these. No repentance they had to 
offer would have been sufficient to satist) their Maker. 
It was only through the atonement of their Savour that 
they were accepted. Something higher and greater 
than anything they had to offer was wanted for their 
justification, and this offering was made on Calvery. 
The dark golden object, clouds they saw floating abolit 
the heavens would illustrate this. The blue sky was 
far up above them, and though the rents in the clouds 
they could see it (the blue sky), looking lovely far 
away beyond. So it was with their offerings to God 
for justification, something far beyond anything they 
had to give’ was required to make them acceptable with 
the Almighty ; and this great offering was made for 
them by Jesus. Another motive to repentance was 
the tremendous consequences to themselves which de- 
pended on their turning to God or not. There was 
something awful, he said, in considering the different 
destinies of the converted and unconverted man. Their 
way lay between two kingdoms—heaven on the one 
hand, and the dark regions of the “evil one” on the 
other. The one waslikea traveller“ Eastward darkly 
going” at eve, and leaving the light in the sky behind 
him. He was journeyingon to the regions of night, 
where all was dismal darkness; while the other was go- 
ing into the regions of light, which continued brightening 
as he went onward. The one went on down into the 
deepening blackness of the lowest depths of despair, 
oat of which there was no way of escape; while the 
other went upward and onward into the golden regions 
of eternal bliss, where all was happiness of the most rap- 
(urous description. The discourse was very interesting 
and scriptural, and embe lished here and there with 
passages of great beauty. The proceedings were con- 
cluded with praise and prayer.

having knowledge enough, and having opportunity 
enough—to have evangelised the globe some 50 times 
over, and yet they had done nothing of the kind ; and 
now they found, after 18 centuries of saving knowledge, 
that they were but a small fraction af God's creatures 
who had any knowledge of Uis way, and a still smaller 
fraction of His creatures who had any desire to make 
it known.

In the past week Savoy and Nice were practically an- 
nexed to France by the evacuation of each by the Sardi- 
nian soldiery; in the course of the next week it is ex- 
pected that the French troops now leaving Lombardy 
will occupy both. France will then fully command two 
roads into Italy—namely, the great strategic road over 
the Simplon, and the other by the Corniche, as it is 
termed, to Genoa. 

Against the annexation of Savoy Switzerland has 
protested; but the protest is not likely to be supported 
by the Great Powers, and it will, theretore, be of little or 
no avail, Moreover, the Swiss Government have sent 
as n private agent to Paris, Colonel Dufour, a man well 
known to be in the interests of Louis Napoleon; and the 
affair, therefore, will, in all human probusbility, be 
settled without further noise. The cession of Savoy, 
aud the mountain regions known as Faucigny and 
Chablais, to France, is, however, a serious matter to 
Switzerland; for it gives France the command of the 
Lake Leman whenever she chooses to take it, and places 
all the open towns and thriving villages on the northern 
shores ofsthat lake, from Geneva to Chillon, at her 
mercy.
